An author of several book' on 
Canada,

of West Coast seminars 
H itchison finds Americans gen­ 
erally unaware of the great con­ 
cern Canadians 
feel 
because of 
their increasing dependence on the 
Enited States 


Rl T HE VA \RNS that Canadians 
themselves must 
make 
up their 
mind' about what kind of future 
they want for their country. 
"We cannot communicate our fun­ 
damental aims and policies to the 
United States until we are much 
clearer about

in our own 
minds ’’ He adds that never before 
in history has Canada had such 
vague and undirected policie- as it 
doe- today 
Hutchison does not suggest that 
the Enited States ha- any thought- 
out sinister design for swallowing 
Canaia 
economically. Ironically, 
he asks: "Has any nation a better 
neighbor'” ’ 
Nevertheless, he warns that Can­ 
ada will lo-e much of its identity 
if the country continues to he ab­ 
sorbed -o rapidly by the huge com­ 
plex of E S economic and defen-e 
interests 
Although Hutchison is an active 
worker for the opposition liberal 
party, many Conservatives leaders, 
including Prime Minister John Die- 
fenbaker. agree with him 
In Detroit recently, Diefenbaker 
asked the members

nomic club to imagine the position 
between the Enited States and Can­ 
ada reversed.
